This is the result of the public charge he has 
made that his stepmother, Mrs. Isabella 
Robinson Warner, has negro blood in her 
veins and for that reason is not entitled toa 
large share of the late John Warner’s mil- 
lions. The residents of Clinton and the sur- 
rounding country side with Mrs. Warner. 

Mrs. Warner appeared in the courtroom 
during the hearing of the case today. She 
was smiling and apparently bore the blow 
dealt her by her stepson with courage. Com- 
missioner Warner left the courtroom when 
she walked in. He has never spoken to his 
stepmother, members of the family say, since 
his father, nearly 60 years of age, brought her 
from Ohio as his bride. 


Vague Rumors Basis of Charge? 


The evidence in the case brought out more 
vague testimony from residents of Huron 
county. O., that Mrs. Robinson's father, 
Stephen Robinson, was dark and had curly 
hair. He was known as Curly Robinson, 
and his father before him bore the same char- 
acteristics and was named Black Robin- 
son. Gossip and rumors growing out of this 
are the basis for the whole charge against 
Mrs. Warner, her attorneys say and so she 
maintains.

Clinton, III., Dec. 9, 1873.—Sweet Darling: I 
am home once more, but cannot say that I am 
giad, nor must I think me sad, though far away 
from her I adore. I had a pleasant ride home, but 
how much more pleasant would it have been had 
my Isabella been in my arms. I made close con- 
nections at every point but Monroeville, and there 
I had to wait some three hours, and don't you 
think I wished myself back in your arms, my 
beloved? I know the time will be long during 
the five months to come, but I suppose I have no 
other choice but to wait with patience. I am 
shook up so badly by the cars that I can't write, 
as you will see by this scribbling. But all the 
shaking the cars could do they could not shake 
the thought of my dearly beloved Isa out of my 
head. You have been right before me every 
moment since I left you. O, how I hope you got 
home all nice and right, and may God bless your 
dear, sweet coul, as I love you. My love to all the 
rest: tell Ara she ie an angel. Bye-bye for this 
time. Your Ww. 

This letter was addressed to Miss Isabella 
Robinson, Steuben postoffice, Huron county, 
Onio. 

There are more than a hundred such let- 
ters, which will be read into the court rec- 
ords. They run over the whole gamut of the 
language of love. Isabella Robinson was

MAN HALE AND HEARTY AT 99 
PUTS OSLER IDEA TO SHAME. 


Sydney Talbot, an American in Lon- 
don, Temporarily Incapacitated, Ex- 
pects to Resume Work Soon, 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, July 24.—Dr. Osler's age limita- 
tion is strikingly falsified in the case of an 
American, Sydney Talbot, aged 99 years, who 
has worked all his life without ailment until 
a few weeks ago, when he was admitted to 
the seamen’s hospital, suffering from a slight 
stroke of paralysis. He then was earning $25 
weekly as an engineer on the ocean going tug 
Ulin, to which he hopes to return in a few 
days. Healready is able to walk briskly with 
the aid of a stick, and otherwise is quite fit. 

He is a remarkable specimen of hale old 
age, being upright and active. He was born 
in Brooklyn, May 1. 1808, and came to Eng- 
land when he was 21. After seven years 'n an 
engineering college, he soon got employment 
as a marine engineer, which profession he nas 
followed ever since, with experiences enough 
to fill a library of sea romances. He haz 
served with the White Star Steamship com- 
pany and numerous other employers. He 
went around the world on Lord Brassey's 
famous yacht Sunbeam. He has been wrecked 
four times, and once was cast away for nve 
days on the Red sea, when he and his com- 
panions nearly went mad from thirst. 

He confidently expects to live and work for 
six or seven years more, basing his expecta- 
tion on his family history. His father died 
aged 106, his mother at 10, and his sister at 


102. 
Talbot always has been temperate in drink- 


ing and smoking, but he is not a teetotaler.

Mrs. Emanuel Bloom Found Ter- 
ribly Cut by Carving Knife. 


HUSBAND JUMPS; IS INJURED. 


Found Uneonselous, Taken to ee 
and Held on Suspielon. 


Mrs. Emanuel Bloom, 443 Belmont avenue, 
near Robey street, was mysteriously stabbed 
and killed in her apartment shortly after 1 
o'clock this morning. Half an hour later her 
husband was found unconscious on the 
ground in the rear of the flat building, evi- 
dently having jumped from their flat, ae 
is on the third floor, 

The discovery of Bloom in this condition in- 
clined the police to beHeve that he murdered 
his wife and then committed suicide. He 
was taken to Alexian Brothers’ hospital, but 
at 2:30 a. m. was still unconscious. A police- 
man was present to guard him, and he will 
be held under arrest until the mystery is 
cleared. 

Husband Calls a Doctor. 

It was about 1 a. m. when Bloom went 
across the street from his house to the resi- 
dence of Dr. Evan L. Barryte, 440 Belmont 
avenue, aroused the physician, and told him 
that Mrs. Bloom was apparently dying ofa 
wound in the abdomen inflicted. with a 
butcher knife. 

The doctor went at once, but Mrs. Bloom 
was dead when he arrived. He said she had 
bled to death and that of course the crime, 
of whatever sort it was, had been commit- 
ted but a short time before. 

Dr. Barryte went to his house and notified 
the police at once. He said that Bloom had 
appeared grief stricken and that ‘he was 
kneeling over his wife's body when he left 
their house. 


Find Husband Unconscious, 

A few minutes later Policemen Anderson 
and McGowan of the Sheffield avenue sta- 
tion arrived at the Bloom flat. They searched 
for Bioom and finally found hiny on the 
ground in the immediate rear of the flats. 
He was unconscious. It seemed evident to 
them that he, having committed the murder 
of his wife, had sought to round out the job 
of crime, after the doctor had qome and 
gone, by killing himself, 

The neighborhood was searched by other 
policemen for a trace of any othet person 
who might have been involved, but no one 
was found. Meanwhile Bloom was taken to 
the hospital.

With that Introduction Darrow began the 
statement of his proposition.

He told them how often 
they would think of this case, how important 
it was, and what @ serious responsibility was 
theirs. : 
He conjured up to them the vision that 
would come to one of Orchard lighting the 
fuse that blew up the Bunker Hill and Sulli- 
van mill; to another of Orchard's setting the 
fagot under Johnny Melville's saloon—only 
it was “ Pettibone dope —to another of 
Orchard placing the powder under the Inde- 
pendence depot and running away to save his

It was graphically and vividly done. And 
the crowded courtroom followed Darrow 
with hushed and rapt attention. But the in- 
consequential streak in him had to come 
out, and he broke the effect with a trivial 
ante-climax. 


Flippant Stab at Religion. 
“ Hawley will picture him,“ he said, as a 
cherubim with little wings growing out of his 
shoulders and a halo just the slightest dis- 
tance above his head, singing psalms to all 
eternity, with Hawley on one side and Mc- 
Parland on the other.“ / 
But immediately after that flippant break 
in the continuity of his serious work Darrow 
demonstrated his skill in oratory by picking 
up his audience again and moving them as 
nothing he had said before had done. He was 
at his best. The tears filled up in his eyes 
and rolled across his cheeks, and all through 
the courtroom handkerchiefs were Susy con- 
cealing weeping faces. He was making his 
own picture of Orchard. 
“*I see him,” he said, speaking in voice low 
but yet so tense as to carry throughout the 
room, “‘I see him in his crowning act of in- 
famy from his life in the quiet Ontario cot- 
tage, with his simple Quaker parents, hon- 
est, respectable, God fearing people. 
Darrow followed Orchard through his first 
wrongdoing, his flight with another man’s 
wife, and all his career of crime. 


Orchard’s Greatest Infamy. 
“Through all that,“ he continued, the 
name of Horseley was buried deep in his 
erlminal heart. He protected it. He had 
taken the name of Orchard and covered it 
with infamy and slime, but he left the name 
of Horseley comparatively pure in the little 
Ontario town. But suddenly there came back 
to that innocent woman and that tender child 
whom he had deserted the story that the 
monumental criminal of the age was Albert 
Horseley. 

Every other act of this villian’s life pales 
into insignificanee in comparison with this 
infamy. You are plain, blunt men. I want 
to know what any one of you think of the 
wretch who would blast the lives of his wife 
and innocent little girl to save his miserable 
neck. Am I still crazy? Can anybody look 
on this act without his blood freezing with 
horror? 

“ What do you think of the man that could 
rum that poisoned dagger into the heart of 
his child, a dagger that could not kill—it 
would be merciful if it could—but that could 
fester and pain, and leave the fingers of the 
world pointing to her through all the long 
years of her life as the offapring of the mon- 
ster who has challenged the civilized world 
with the enormity of his crimes. 

It was left to McParland to help him to 
this crowning infamy of his infamous career. 
He did it because the miserable, cqntempt- 
ible detective had persuaded him that it 
would give that credit to his story with this 

ry if he told his name, because McParland 
Nad told him that it would help to tie the 
rope around Bill Hay wood's neck.

Wherever men have worked on- 
ward and upward for their brothers they 
have been sacrificed on the gallows and in 
the flames. Bill Haywood can sacrifice his 
life, if need be, but you short sighted inen 
of the prosecution, you who meet hatred 
with hate, you who are seeking to kill Bill 
Haywood, don’t become so blind in your 
madness as to believe that you can Strangle 
the Western Federation of Miners, that if 
you make three fresh new graves you will 
kill the labor movement of the world.“ 

Coming close up to the jury box and look- 
ing the jurors searchingly in the face, Dar- 
row exclaimed: 

“ Bill Haywood won't die unless you kü 
him. You have got to tie the rope. If at 
the behest of this mob you kill him he will 
die. He is but mortal. But a million hands 
will take up the banner of labor at the open 
grave where he lets it fall and, in spite of 
courts and juries, in spite of mobs and hate, 
will carry it on to victory in the end.“ 


Denounces Steunenberg in One Tirade. 

Passing finally from his tirade upon Or- 
chard and McPartland, Mr. Darrow began to 
discuss some of the evidence in the case, 
taking up the troubles in the Cœur d’Aléne 
district of Idaho in 1890, when he declared 
that Gov. Steunenberg sowed the seeds of 
more strife and struggle than ever were sown 
by the governor of any state down to the 
present time. 

“There was no justification for {t,” ex- 
claimed the attorney. When such a course 
is taken by a chief executive of a state it 
is high time that all government should be 
submerged, and the only law be the law of 
might. There is not a man living who can 
detend K. Doubtless Gov. Steunenberg felt 
that what he did was the only thing he 
could do. I am not here to discuss him or 
his motives, but I know that, both inside 
and outside of labor unions, in all walks of 
life, there were those who denounced and 
always will denounce the acts of Steunen- 
berg so long as we pretend to have a govern- 
ment by law in these United States.“ 

With flaming words the attorney pictured 
to the jury the differences between the own- 
ers of the mines and smelters, who rolled up 
their wealth and bought their way into the 
United States senate in the blood of the men 
who worked for thera, and the miners. and 
smelter men, who, when their days of vseful- 
ness, through age, injury, or dixabil’ty, were 
over, were thrown out on the scrap heap to 
perish and die. 


Rails at Rich and Cultured. 

Back of the prosecution you will find 
Gen. Bulkeley Wells, the adjutant general of 
Colorado, who brought these men here. 
There he is with epaulets and his Harvard 
accent, a cruel tyrant with all his culture, for 
that is what cuiture is for—to get rid of the 
humanity there is in a man.“ : 

When Mr. Darrow, late in the evening, 
finally reached the Colorado labor troubles, he 
grew eloquent in his denunciation of capital 
and hig defense of the workingman. He told 
of the eight hour law passed by the Colorado 
legislature in 1899 and the fight against that 
law by the owners of the mines and the 
smeiters..

Circuit Court Jurist Who Re- 
leased Agents in North 
Carolina in Trouble. 


STATE RIGHTS INVOLVED. 


Fight of Southern Railroad for 
Violation of New Fare Law 
Grows Menacing. 


Washington, D. C., July 24—The North 
Carolina rate situation is becoming serious. 
There are few high administration officials 
in Washington, but those who are here ad- 
mit the probability of the impeachment of 
Circuit Judge J. C. Pritchard, who ordered 
the release of the Southern railway officials 
who had been convicted by a state judge of 
violating the new state law providing a 2 
cent rate. 

It is stated that immediately upon the con- 
vening of congress in December charges will 
be brotght against Judge Pritchard on ac- 
count of his North Carolina rate decision. 
State officials and judges in the south fre- 
quently have been in conflict with the fed- 
eral courts, and naturally are incensed at 
the stand taken by Judge Pritchard. 

The complaint against the judge, it is 
stated, will be signed by North Carolina of- 
ficials and judges of the state courts. It will 
be alleged that the federal judge's action 
was open and gross violation of his powers 
in that he openly attempted to override the 
North Carolina courts and limit the power of 
the governor. 


Gives Democrats an Issue. 

The claim is made here by a southern 
constitutional lawyer that if Judge Pritchard 
should be upheld in hig decision there would 
be no use in a short time for the state court. 
Through his suspension of the police court 
sentence by writ of habeas corpus and his 
threatening the state authorities with a blank 
contempt order if they dared execute the 
law as enacted by the legislature, it is con- 
tended that Judge Pritchard practically ar- 
rogated to himself all the executive, legisla- 
tive, and judicial power of the state. 
>It is argued that if his stand was lawful in 
„the rate case a federal judge has tne power 
to act similarly in all other cases with which 
he cared to meddle. The impeachment pro- 
ceedings, if inaugurated, will afford southern 
members an opportunity to attack the judi- 
cial policy of the national administration, 
tand will make an issue out of it for the demo- 
cratic party in the next campaign. 

Democratic leaders, it is said, expect the 
issue to overshadow all others, and thus 
detract from the record of President Roose- 
velt’s prosecution of the trusts in securing 
anti-corporation legislation. 

More Indictments Are Ordered. 

Asheville, N. C., July 24.—[Special.)—The 
rate situation has assumed a more menacing 
aspect than ever before. Judge Lyon, at 
Marion, N. C., today instructed the grand 
jury to return indictments against the South- 
ern railroad for violating the 2 cent fare law. 

A long conference was held tonight by 
‘President Finley and other high officials of 
the road, who still are here. United States 
District Attorney Holton arrived this after- 
noon, 

The peace terms submitted today to Gov. 
Glenn by Assistant Attorney General Ed- 
ward T. Sanford, sent to Asheville by Presi- 
dent Rooneqett, were absolutely refused by 
Gov. Glenn. *, 

The terms were: 

First—An injunytion suit should be speeded, got 
ready for final h ene at once, 

Second—Habeas borpus cases decided here should 
be at once carried to Superior court by appeal. 

Third—The Green case at Raleigh, in which the 
Southern railway was fined $380,000, should be 
carried by the railroad company to the Supreme 
court of the state at once, and if that court should 
affirm the judgment of the Superior court, the 
railroad company should sue out a writ of error 
from the Supreme court of the United States and 
carry the case to that court; that these three cases 
present every feature of the controversy which 
has arisen and is now agitating the public mind. 

Fourth—All further proceedings under the rate 
Jaw in the state court shall be suspended unt!) 
the Supreme court of the United States can render 
final judgment settling the controversy. 


Governor Defends State Rights. 

The reasoh Gov. Glenn would not accept the 
peace offer is that to accept it would be to 
surrender to the federal court entirely. The 
state contends that that would be humiliat- 
ing. 

Gov. Glenn said: 

‘I shall not consider any offer from the 
other side until the railroad company com- 
plies with the law.“ 

He said the terms laid down by Sanford 
amounted to nothing.“ 

If Judge Pritchard had shown the slightest 
disposition to recognize the validity of the 
rate law and the right of the state toinstitute 
and prosecute cases arising under it in the 
criminal courts, Gov. Glenn said he would 
have been entirely satisfied to allow prosecu- 
tions to be suspended until the Supreme court 
of the United States could decide, but he 
feels he cannot for one moment permit this 
law of the state any more than any other law 
„to be ignored, trampled under foot by the 
railway company or anyone else.“ 


INSULTS FLAG; GOES TO JAIL. 


British Subject Who Trampled on Stars 
and Stripes Must Serve Thirty Days 
in a Michigan Cell. 


Marquette, Mich., July 24.—Accused of tear- 
ing down a United States flag and then 
trampling upon it, James Grant, a British 
subject, was tried and convicted in justice 
court at Birch yesterday, and was brought 
here today to serve thirty days in jail. 


Take Down Stars and Stripes. 

Ottawa, Ont., July 24-—Two American 
flags were put uphere at the city hall with the 
union jack and other decorations in connec- 
tion with a carnival. A committee of citi- 
zens has ordered the stars ani stripes re- 
moved. The reception committee thought 
it best to do this rather than have any trou- 
ble over the matter. 


AURORA TRACTION ROW BARED. 


Question of Extending McKinley Trol- 
ley Is Brought Up for Discussion 
in the Council. 


Aurora, III., July 24.—[Special.]—Proposi- 
tions in traction matters were submitted to

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MURDERER ADMITS HIS GUILT 


Tells of Bomb Placed in Mine 
Which Killed Two Men. 


SPURNED SUIT THE CAUSE. 


Opposition of Victim to Slayer’s Woo-. 
ing of Sister Revealed. 


Belleville, III., July 24.—[Spectal.]—Joseph 
Genetti, the young miner suspected of mur- 
dering August Genetti, his cousin, and Louis 
Cologna on July 1 by use of an infernal ma- 
chine in the Consolidated mine at Collins- 
ville, today confessed his crime. He impli- 
cated Joseph Zadra, another miner, who 
later was arrested in Glen Carbon and taken 
to East St. Louis. 

The authorities do not give much credence 
to Genetti’s charge against Zadra and be- 
lieve he is the only one involved. 

Genetti and Cologna were killed when they 
opened a tool box in the mine. In the chest 
was a package of giant powder, which was 
exploded by a bullet fired from a pistol fas- 
tened nearby, the trigger of which was pulled 
by a wire fastened to the lid of the tool box. 


Slayer Is Rejected Suitor. 

Joseph Genetti was a suitor of Kate Ge- 
netti, his cousin and a sister of August 
Genetti. August etood in the way of the 
marriage, and at the time of the murder 
the girl accused her cousin the deed. 

Today Genetti, after being‘identified by the 
salesman who sold him the pistol found in 
the mine, lost the air of bravado he had 
maintained up to that time and blurted out 
his admiseion. 

He said that he and Zadra lived in the 
same Tyrolean town in Italy, where Zadna 
thrived by counterfeiting money until driven 
out by the police. 

When they met here Genetti says he and 
Zadra were casting about for some way to 
make money without working. : 

Puts Blame on Zadra. 

“ Zadra told me,“ he said, that if we had 
$500 we could go into a business that would 
make us rich. 

J told him that if August Genette would 
let me marry his sister she would give me 
the money, but that August would not listen 
to me. 

**Zadra said he would fix up some spirit 
powder for me to put in August’s tool box 
and that when he breathed it he would see 
things differently. He said that he would 
tell August, while the powder was taking 
effect, that he ought to let me marry Kate 
and that he knew August would then agree 
to it. ‘ 

Zadra made the powder and we put it in 
the box. I did not know the Kind of powder 
it was, and thought the pistol would only 
frighten August.“

Belief Grows in Clinton That 
Banker’s Daughter Is 
Hiding in City. 


SPECIAL JURY IS CALLED. 
Fear of Release of Accused Man 
if Not.Quickly Indicted Stirs 
Ire of Townspeople.

Clinton, III., July 24—{Special.]—The 
search for Marguerite Magill, the 19 year old 
daughter of Fred H. Magill, the Clinton 
banker now under arrest for the alleged 
murder of his first wife, Mrs. Pet Magill, 
centered today in Clinton. 

There is a suspicion, which amounts al- 
most to a certainty in many minds, that the 
girl is a prisoner in the residence of her 
father’s chief counsel, R. A. Lemon. 

While Mr. Lemon denies this positively, 
claiming the girl is miles away from Clinton, 
and will not be produced until she is needed 
in court, neighbors assert that they have 
seen her in the Lemon residence. 

Mr. Lemon hiréd a carriage Tuesday night 
and drove far into the country. When he re- 
turned he had a veiled woman with him, the 
cab driver says, and this girl was rushed into 
the house before any one got a glimpse of 
her face.

detective. A watchful woman at the window 
pulled down the shades when visitors ap- 
proached, The wife of the Magill lawyer ap- 
peared at the door, white faced and almost 
speechless with fright. She denied knowl- 
edge of Marguerite Magill’s whereabouts. 


Girl to Be Chief Witness. 

Forty detectives and a mind reader could 
not find that girl,“ said Attorney Lemon. 
She is not in my house. It will take some 
traveling to find her.

FREE ON HEALTH SUBJECTS. 


Health Commissioner Evang Says Phy- 
sicians Should Know All Contagious 
Diseases When They See Them. 


The Chicago School of Sanitary Instruc- 
tion was incorporated yesterday by officials 
of the Chicago health department with a 
view to extending knowledge of public health 
matters and training men for civil service 
sanitary inspectors. 

The incorporators and others Interested in- 
clude Dr. W. A. Evans, health commissioner; 


Dr. F. W. Reilly, assistant commissioner; 


Dr. J. H. Biehn, Dr. C. W. Behm, chief of 
the disinfectant service; Dr. Heman Spald- 
ing, chief medical inspector; Dr. M. O. Heck- 
ard, and Charles B. Ball, chief sanitary in- 
spector. 

No charge will be made for instruction 
and the students will be given practical 
work with the inspectors employed by the 
city. 

The community is interested,“ said Dr. 
Evans, in having its physicians know con-. 
tagious diseases when they see them. Dur- 
ing the winter a large part of the work of 
the department will consist in educating the 
people on health subjects. 

The greater part of the waves of con- 
tagious diseases originate outside the city, 
and it is therefore to our interest also to help 
the sanitary officials in the surrounding 
towns as much as possible.“

FERNANDO JONES AMUSES 
THE RETAIL HARDWARE MEN. 


Aged Pioneer Walks a Mile to Tell How 
He Was the First in That Line in 
Chicago.

Fernando Jones got on the wrong train 
yesterday, was dropped at the Desplaines 
campmeeting grounds, and then had to walk 
a mile along the banks of the river to North- 
western park to tell 1,200 members and guests 
of the Chicago Retail Hardware association 
that he was the first man who sold hard- 
ware in Chicago. His father owned the 
store. Mr. Jones, being only 88 years old, 
was not so tired by his exertions as to pre- 
clude his making a speech. 

On July 4, 1836, I had the honor of digging 
the first shovelful of dirt for the Illinois and 
Michigan canal,“ he sald. Dr. Egan read the 
declaration of independence and Theophilus 
W. Smith, chief justice of the Supreme court 
of Illinois, stood on a whisky barrel to make 
his oration. The barrel was empty, but the 
judge was full. After indulging in the usual 
fourth of July high falutins, he predicted 
Chicago in ten years would contain 100,000 
inhabitants, in twenty years, 20,000, in fifty 
years, 50,000, and in 100 years, 100,000 people.

„Tou are making a fool of yourself,” he 
exclaimed. ‘‘If you had been allowed to go 
on you would have made it a million!”

Old Society Disbanded Last June. 

The Hunchakist society used to meet at 
Chicago Commons, Aurora hall, and other 
halls. About a year ago last June it dis- 
banded in Chicago, so far as I knew. There 
was some Wissension, failure to get together 
at meetings, and so on.“ 

The police department has sent several 
photographs of suspicious looking Armenians 
to New York in an endeavor to connect the 
branches of the blackmailing society there.

Armenian Had Aids in Murder. 
New York, July 24.—[Special.]—That Ben- 
dros Hampartzoomian had accomplices in the 


murder of Hovanhes S. Tavshanjian on Mon- 


day is known beyond doubt. The statements 
of the little grinning Armenian to the effect 
that he acted alone in the murder show he 
was well coached in the game of keeping a 
secret the names of those behind him in the 
shooting. 

There were taken to the office of the dis- 
trict attorney today six letters received by 
wealthy Armenian merchants since the shoot- 
ing. Most of them were received by these 
merchants Tuesday mdgning. All announce 
the death of Tavshanjian and threaten the 
Same fate to the others unless they submit 
to blackmail. 

Some of the threatening letters were malle@ 
within an hour after Tavshanjian was mur- 
dered. The postmarks show this. This seems 
to show plainly that others besides the actual 
murderer were involved. i 

Father Levont Martoogessian has been 
openly charged by half a dozen Armenian 
merchants who have large interest in New 
York with being the head of the Hunchakist. 
The priest claims that he is rector of an Ar- 
menian church in New York. 

“If the district attorney is looking for 
evidence in this matter let him go to Father 
Martoogesslan, said a prominent Armenian 
this afternoon. 

The coroner’s jury returned a verdict hold- 
ing Hampartzoomian on a charge of homi- 
cide. The grand jury, after hearing three 
witnesses who testified before the coroner, 
indicted Hampartzoomian for murder in the 
first degree, 


Exodus from New York. 

Affairs in Armenian circles are paralyzed. 
Many merchants have fled from the city. 
A. Karagheusian has gone away, and those 
left behind in his store refuse to say where 
he has gone. He has been a particularly 
threatened man. Then Armen P. Aleon, a 
rug importer at 907 Broadway, has shut up 
his shop for the time being. He says black- 
mailers pursued his father for years, finally 
caught him in Russia, and tortured him so 
that he returned to this country a raving 
maniac and died in a madhouse. 

“I am going to get away to the country 
until this thing blows over,“ said Aleon after 
he had taken to the district attornéy’s office 
a threatening letter he had received last 
March demanding $10,000 for the Hunchakist 
society. 

N. Costikyan, who does a large business 
on Broadway near Eighteenth street, has 
gone to Europe. He has been threatened by 
blackmailers. All throughout the Armenian 
business district panic is spelled on every 
countenance. 


Boston Merchant Is Threatened.

The hospital authori- 
ties, instead of taking the matter up with 
the board of review, who probably would 
have righted the error, took the case before 
Judge Vaughan and demanded that the tax 
be wiped out. | 

Instead of ordering that the tax de wiped 
out,” the court declared that all hospitals 
should be taxed. 

City Tax Expert Hill said that his work 
of checking up on a number of large estates 
and corporations was not nearly completed 
and that he would not appear before the board 
until early next week.

Perplexed J udge Trying to 
Find Out What Hedrick 
Was Inspector Of. 


OMITTED IN ORDINANCE. 


Technical Point Made That the 
Plumbing Devices Involved 
Are Not Mentioned. N

Two fron drum traps for bath tubs -a 
black one and a red one—were displayed on 
the desk of Municipal Judge Fake just be- 
fore he adjourned court in the Perry IL. 
Hedrick bribery case last night. The judge, 
after wrestling all day with legal technicali- 
ties, asked, in desperation: 

Is there any one who can show me, by 
the ordinances or by the practice in the 
sanitary department of the city, whetner 
it is the duty of the chief sanitary inspector 
to pass upon the merits of these devices? 

Hedrick passed upon them, as chief san- 
itary inspector,’’ asserted George Beckway, 
the plumber who had complained that 
Hedrick wanted him to give him 81.000 for 
approving a drum trap that Beckway in- 
vented. 

Beckway gave Hedrick $200, said te be an 
advance on this sum, in the rotunda of the 
Chamber of Commerce building last April 
16, and Hedrick was promptly arrested by 
two detectives from Chief Shippy’s office. 
The case has been continued ten times since 
then. 


Doesn’t Want Any Guesswork. 


**T want to know positively,“ mid the puz- 
led judge. I don't want any guesswork. 
Can you prove by the present or any former 
commissioners of health, or chief sanitary in- 
spectors, that it was Hedrick's duty to pass 
on these devices or that it wasthe practice in 
the department? 

We can,” said Assistant State’s Attorney 
Clifford G. Roe and the complainant, Beck- 
way, in unison. 

Have them here tomorrow, then,” said 
the judge. 

The day was passed largely in arguments 
by Francis W. Walker, chief counsel for the 
defendant, who has lost his position since the 
charge against him, that the complaint should 
be quashed on the ground that he was not a 
city official but merely an employ6, and that 
nothing in the city ordinances prescribed any 
duty to approve iron drum traps for bath- 
tubs. 


No Mention of Drum Traps. 


Mr. Roe in the morning presented an 
amended complaint setting forth Hedrick's 
duty as stated in the ordinance. Hedrick, 
who drew up the ordinance, smiled knowing- 
ly when it was read. He told his attorney 
that the sections quoted said nothing about 
iron drum traps, though they enumerated 


ing fixtures for bathrooms. 

There was no crime,“ argued Mr. Walker. 
„The ordinance does not say that Hedrick’s 
duty was to approve drum traps. I'll admit 
he had tq pass on many plumbing devices, 
but not t things.“ regarding the exhibits 
on the desk scornfully. 

Mr. Roe said his legal opponent was side- 
stepping. 

“ Beckway or any other plumber,” said 
he, “could not install a plumbing device 
without Hedrick’s approval. It would have 
been condemned and torn out of buildings if 
he had.“ 

Judge Fake decided that under the common 
law Hedrick could be held amenable to the 
charge of having accepted a bribe if it could 
be shown that it was his duty to pass on de- 


vices similar to those invented by Beckway.

MYSTERY IN MANS DEATH 


Circumstances of Fatal Quarrel 
at Midnight to Be Investi- 
gated by the Coroner. “yh 


„He was a good old scout, supported me in 
fine style, died in my arms, and now I can 
feel towards the woman who took him away 
from me that I am revenged,” was the decla- 
ration of Mrs. Emma May Hoover Webb, 29 
years old, of 1806 Indiana avenue, after 
emerging from the chamber at the Mercy 
hospital, where her divorced husband, Frank 
8. Webb, aged 65; and a character of the old 
„ levee,”’ breathed his last at 2:10 yesterday 
afternoon. The death was the result of in- 
juries sustained at his home, 1828 Indiana 
avenue, early in the morning. 

In the meanwhile the real widow, Mrs. 
Jeanette Webb, 26 years old, supposedly the 
only eyewitness to the accident, alternately 
cries and then prays for the recovery of her 


husband, the fact of his death being withheld | 


from her. She is detained at the Harrison 
street police station annex pending the find- 
ing of the coroner’s jury today. 

When the present Mrs. Webb arrived home 
from a south side amusement park about 1 
o'clock Wednesday morning, she says, Webb 
grabbed an umbrella from her hands, struck 
her in the face twice, causing her to roll 
down the fifteen stone steps leading from the 
vestibule of the house, and that when she re- 
covered and prepared to remonstrate sh» 
discovered Webb himself had pitched head- 
long over the landing to the cement wak 
below, fracturing his skull. 


. Accused by Former Wife. 


The police could find nothing substantlalto 
dispute Mrs. Webb’s assertions, the most 
damaging {information being from the former 
Mrs. Webb, a volunte@ witness, who said 
Charlotte Monahan, 10 years old, of 1820 In- 
diana avenue, told her Webb and his wife 
quarreled about the key and that Mrs. Webb 
pushed him off the porch. 

The girl later acknowledged she did nctsee 
the accident, but heard Webb ask his for 
the key. There was a quarrel and sounds of 
scuffiling. She heard Webb fall, and, going 
out, saw him lying on the ground. 

“TI cannot prove this woman who claims t 
be his wife caused his death, but she is get- 
ting what is coming to her,“ said the former 
Mrs. Webb. Frank was a much married 
man. His first wife was Carrie Jansen, who 
died in March, 1002, and I married him on 
Feb. 10, 1908. Frank was a hop fiend, and 
when I could not stand it any longer in No- 
vember, 1905, he agreed to let me get adi- 
vorce on a charge of nonsupport.”’ 


Widow Sticks to Her Story. 


Mrs. Webb, the widow, sticks to her original 
story of the accident. ‘‘ There were nc wit- 
nesses, she said. ‘I don’t know whether 
Frank was intoxicated or not. I left hane at 
7 o'clock Tuesday evening, and he left az hour 
earlier. I wes alone, and Frank had nocause 
to be jealous. I never recognized this former 
wife. Frank never spoke well of ter. If 
Frank had $43,000 I never saw a cent of it. 
He might have given the other womanmoney. 
I supported Frank. I have that hous full of 
roomers, and worked day and night n order 
that my 11 year old daughter could tale music 
lessons. 

Other persons in the house spoke lighly of 
the widow. Immediately after theaccident 
8 aroused the neighbors and wp xa the 
police.

LONDON, July 14.—Is the anchor” stroke in billlards doomed? Without the inter- 
vention of the Billiard association, there is only one way in which the prolific “ cradle,” 
or anchor cannon could receive ite deathblow, and that is by the invention of a new 
shaped table. 

Thanks to the genius of an Oxford street architect, a way out of the difficulty has 
been found by the construction of a table oval in shape, which is now on gale in London. 

By the mastering of the mysteries of the oblong table, billiards has become a feat of 
endurance rather than a game, with the result that gates have suffered. Players of the 
status of Roberts, Lovejoy, Weiss, and Dawson are already practicing on this new table, 
and in the “une of these past masters of the game the invention is likely to become 
popular. 

The oval billiard table has six spots; each spot is the center of a circle, which is rep- 
resented in the formation of the board. The extremities of each of the circular sections 
are marked on the rim of the table, so that players are in a great measure assisted when 
attempting scientific cannons. Repetition strokes are impossible, since the curved forma- 
tion of the cushions renders it tmpossible that any ball should be placed in a fixed posi- 
tion. 

At first sight the oval table suggests large breaks, but a closer acquaintance with the 
eccentricities of the curved formation dispels the early promise of mammoth scores. As a 
matter of fact, the oval table gives openings for a more scientific game than that afforded 
by the familiar full size oblong. 

New games will also be instituted. Oval billlards—a game which consists of sgoring 
by hitting a ball after touching thé cushion—presents many possibilities. The points ob- 
tainable are two for once on the cushion and then on the ball, four for twice on the 
cushion before touching the object ivory, and six for a trio of cushion bumps. 

No cueist can fail to be interested in the new invention, which, according to all the 
indications, has come to stay. Professional players are practicing daily at the offices ot 
the company in Oxford street and it seems likely that the oval table is going to effect 
a abe eee in the art of modern billiard playing.

GUARD THE SWIMMING POOLS. 

If the attendant at a park swimming 
pool had not been “temporarily absent,” 
and if the park policeman who “is sup- 
posed to be within call of the pool at all 
times” had not been missing,“ it is 
likely that the little bey would not have 
been drowned Tuesday evening. It was 
unfortunate that the 8 year old child, 


with his 4 year old sister, should have 


gone into the pool while the attendant 
was absent and the policeman was miss- 
ing, but this is a peculiarity of children; 
they cannot be depended on to regulate 
their habits of life to conform to discre- 


tion and good judgment. 


And since children are thus unreliable 
in such matters, it should be the duty of 
the park board to find out why the at- 


| tendant was absent and why the police- 


man simultaneously was missing. And it 
should take Stringent measures to pro- 
vide that this coincidence does not happen 
in future, and that at no time shall the 
swimming pool be left unguarded, a men- 
ace to the lives of infants who are play- 
ing around the edges ort in the shallow, 
water. Because nothing has happened de- 
fore it cannot be assumed that nothing 
‘will happen. All attendants should be 


‘reminded positively that no chances are 


to be taken and that no “temporary ab- 
sences” which will deprive a dangerous 
spot of its watchman will be tolerated. 


, THE BLACKMAILING GENTRY. 

The Chicago police have their work cut 
out for them. The city is said to be the 
headquarters of an Armenian secret so- 
ciety whose specialty is the blackmailing 
of wealthy men of that race domiciled in 
this country. If they do not disgorge 
they are: assassinated. The original so- 
elety, of which the Chicago one is an off- 
shoot, was formed some years ago to raise 
money to be used in freeing Armenia from 
the “unspeakable Turk.” Subsequently 
it occurred to some thrifty’ Armenians 
that it would be a difficult matter to liber- 
ate their country, and that if subscrip- 
tions were to be solicited the solicitors 
had better be the benefictaries.

e “Black Hand” criminals or those who 


make up the Armenian Hunchakist. The 
average detective is not eminently suc- 
cessful when he is sent out after common 
eriminals, whose methods of working and 
habits of life he knows something about. 
He is all at sea when it comes to dealing 
with these alien forms of crime com- 
mitted by nien who have never figured in 
police records and about whom he can 
usually get little information from their 
secretive, because timid, countrymen. 
The police department of every large 
American city will have to become as 
cosmopolitan as the crime it has to con- 
tend with. It must have its trustworthy : 
sleuths who will be able to unravel the 
mysteries of criminal life among Italians, 
Armenians, or men of other nationalities 
who. get up secret societies after the 
Hunchakist pattern and break up the 
blackmailing and murdering gangs.

| OVERLOADING. 3 

While “the police are trying to . 
traffic downtown and the heads of the 
big teaming and transfer companies are 
coUperating by sending. as much as pos- 
sible of the heavy freight around instead 
of through the congested district, block- 
ades continue to oceur. In almost every 


case a breakdown causing a blockade is 


due to overloading and to nothing else. 
An overloaded wagon is easily wrecked in 
turning out of car tracks, and is easily 
stalled in a hole. And holes, which are 
common in the pavement, are a direct re- 
sult of overloading. 

The theory of overloading is that the 
bigger the load the fewer the loads in any 
given bulk, with consequent economy in 
operation. In practice the gain is not so 
great as might be expected, and there is 
always the risk of a loss, The last part 
of the load has to be put on with greater 
care, except in the case of matter in 
bulk, like coal or sand. The wagon is 
less easily handled, and must move at a 
slower rate. The horses are more quickly 
exhausted. And sooner or later comes 
the breakdown. There is no real economy 
in overloading, there may be much cruelty 
to animals, and there is always more or 
less obstruction to other traffic. 

The police have at hand a weapon 
which would put a stop to much of the 
overloading. The wide tire ordinance pre- 
scribes the width of tire required for 
varying weights. Every time there is a 
breakdown or a delay caused by a team 
being stalled the first move of the police 
should be to find whether or not the wide 
tire ordinance has been violated. In most 
cases the tire and the wheel will be fouad 
to be too light for the burden carried. 
Requiring horses to pull a load too greatly 
taxing their strength is cruelty to ani- 
mals, and hence a misdemeanor. The po- 
lice have undertaken the good work of 
making the movement of traffic more ex- 
peditious. They may as well be thorough 
about it and not merely regulate the pas- 
sage of vehicles at crossings, but do what 
they can to prevent the interruption of 
traffic by the collapse of overloaded 
wagons,

HOW TO -CURE- DYSPEPSIA. 
{From the Metropolitan Magazine.] 

It is amazing that so common a difficulty 
as dyspepsia should be so little understood 
by the general public, and that its remedy 
should be so hard to find. But it can be cured, 
and without any marvelous nostrums, by ob- 
serving a few important rules of health. 

The tic must first Ax in his mind the 
fact that his ailment ts the result of bad 
habits of eating and living, and that these 
must be changed; that drugs will do him no 
good. He must begin by avoiding al} starchy 
foods, as potatoes, rice, oatmeal, beans, etc. 
Meats, soft boiled eggs, milk, toast, swieback, 
etc., are the best foods for avoiding fermen- 
tation, and the gas that causes dyspepsia 
pains. In serious cages buttermilk is one of 
the best dependencies; another is boiled milk 
with a slight addition of limewater. Either 
of these will enable the most chronic dyspep- 
tic to procure some sustenance without seri- 
ous distress. He should drink freely of hot 
water, at least two quarts a day, always tak- 
ing a glass half an hour before mealtime. 
He should not crowd his meals close together, 
as with an impaired digestion it is often best 
to have the meals six or seven hours or more 
apart. The rule to be followed is that a new 
meal should not be eaten until the previous 


one is digested or out of the way, and the 


stomach has had a little rest, and there must 
be further rest after eating. 

It is absolutely essential to eat slowly and 
chew with the greatest thoroughness. Com- 
plete chewing in the mouth, permitting no 
washing down with coffee or tea, salivates 
the food so that it is ready for digestion when 
it goes into the stomach, and persistence in 
the practice will put good flesh on any lean 
dyspeptic. 

There is a theory that when solid food is 
chewed in the mouth to an absolute pulp 
the organs in the back of the mouth ex- 
ercise a selective action and send to the 
stomach only that which is fitted to be con- 
verted into blood and tissue, thus relieving 
the digestive organs of handling the waste. 
Whether or not this is correct is for the sci- 
ence of the future to determine; certain it is 
that nature gave us grinding teeth for the 
purpose of chewing our food, and never in-

O British tax devised in modern times, 
not even the income tax, is more un- 
popular with those who are called 
upon to pay it than the so-called deatb 
duties, or succession tax, which en- 
ables the state to tax estates each time the 
latter change hands through death, some- 
times twice within the space of twelve 
months, the amount of the tax being pro- 
portionate to the value of the estate and to 
the relationship of the heir to the deceased. 

Of course, the impost falls with particular 
weight upon the old land owning aristocracy, 
titled and untitled, of Great Britain, and it 
frequently happens that when a noble suc- 
ceeds to the family honors and estates he is 
obliged either to close up or to let his castles 
and his mansions and to cut down his ex- 
penses heavily in order to obtain the large 
sums of money neéded for the payment of 
his succession duties, 

These people look upon this tax, which 
was devised by the late Sir William Vernon 
Harcourt, as @ bit of unwarrantable oppres- 
slon and as part and parce! of that persecu- 
tion of the classes by the masses which they 
assert is the feature of the present age. 

They consequently seek by every means in 
their power to evade its payment and men of 
the highest sense of honor in public and pri- 
vate life, as well as nobles renowned for the 
strictness of their morality and for their 
piety, do not believe that they are doing 
wrong when they adopt the most extraordl- 

nary and ingenious devices to do the 
treasury in the matter of succession duties. 

It is an affair of this kind that has brought 
the attorney general of England, acting on 
behalf of the government, into grave con- 
flict with the duke of Richmond, and the lat- 
ter’s son and heir, the earl of March. The 
case, which is occupying the attention of the 
King’ s Bench division of the High Court of 
Justice in London, shows that the late duke, 
in conjunction with his son, the present duke, 
and his grandson, Lord March, disentailed 
the estates to admit of their being hypothe- 
cated and then mortgaged them to the tune 
of some $4,000,000 in order to admit of his pay- 
ing to his son $2,500,000 and to his grandson 
$1,500,000, sums representing the value of 
their respective interest in the entail. 

According to the testimony furnished in 
court, confirmed by the admissions of the 
duke himself and of Lord March, the entail 
still subsists de facto, though not de jure, and 
neither he nor his son had ever received a 
penny piece of the mortgage money due to 
them-—had not, in fact, even asked for it or 
expected it, the entire transaction having 
been purely a nominal one, devised for the 
express purpose of evading the payment to 
the treasury of any death duties on the es- 
tates on the ground that they were so heavily 
mortgaged that there was no margin of value 
left on which to pay duty. This plea was al- 
lowed at the time of the late duke’s death, 
four years ago. 

But subsequently Se treasury became 
aware of the character of the transaction, 
and it was on the strength thereof that the 
present proceedings were instituted. 

Further complications have been infused 
into the case by the refusal of Lord March to 
produce a letter addressed to him at the time 
of the transaction by his grandfather’s law- 
yers dealing with the affair. In fact, he is 
threatened with imprisonment for contempt 
of court. 

Then, too, part of the estates are situated 
in Scotland and part of them in England, 
which will necessitate further legal proceed- 
ings north of the Tweed. But as matters 
stand now the government through the at- 
torney general has virtually established its 
case and the duke will not only be obliged to 
pay all the heavy succession duties on the 
familly estates that he bas until now evaded 
but will also be compelled to submit to any 
penalties which it may please the court to 
impose upon him for his attempt to get the 
better of the national exchequer and of the 
revenue department.

It is probable that some heavy penalty will 
be imposed in order to act as a deterrent to 
the practice, which has now becom so com- 
mon, of evading death duties, and which is a 
source of growing loss to the treasury and of 
concern to the government. 

If I draw attention to this case It is because 
it is a typical one and also because it would 
be difficult to find anywhere in the united 
kingdom three men of loftier principles in 
every particular save the death duties than 
the late duke of Richmond, the present duke, 
and Lord March. 

The present duke is one of the three 
stewards of the Jockey club and forms part 
of that powerful triumvirate, which is a 
tribunal against which there is no appeal not 
merely in racing matters but in all questions 
of honor; in one word, the tribunal of the un- 
written law. 

The late duke repeatedly filled the office of 
steward of the Jockey club. He was a typical 
English grand seigneur and probably the 
only one of Queen Victoria’s subjects who 
ventured to expostulate with her, and to 
whose criticisms she was willing to lend an 
ear. 

Indeed, his influence with her, based to a 
great extent on the loftiness of his principles, 
was great, and although 4 tory in politics, 
he, on more than one occasion, acceded to 


notice things to which not even her cabinet 
ministers ventured to call her attention. They 
were matters which were calculated to affect 
her popularity and to raise questions about 
her constitutional prerogatives. 

The present duke is a lifelong and intimate 
friend of King Edward, is a Knight of the 
Garter, served with distinction during the 
Boer war, is a lineal descendant of King 
Charles II. and of the latter’s French fa- 
vorite, Louise de Querouailles, duchess of 
Aubigny in France and duchess of Ports- 
mouth in England, and he is moreover the 
sole owner of the Goodwood race course, 
where the famous Goodwood races, “ glorious 
Goodwood, have been run annually for some 
four score years. 

The racetrack, which is situated in Good- 
wood park, is the absolute property of the 
duke, who could shut it up tomorrow and put 
an end to the meetings if he chose. Owing 
to its being a private course there is none of 
that outside element of gypsies, sharpers, 
boothkeepers, itinerant minstrels and tramps 
who constitute so marked a feature of the 
Derby and of other race meetings. 

The duke has four dukedoms. Those of 
Richmond and of Gordon in England, of Len- 
nox in Scotland, and of Aubigny in France. 
His son, Lord March, is married to Miss Hilda 
Brassey.

Col. Lord Edward Pelham Clinton, whose 
death has just taken place in London, at the 
age of 79, was a brother of the late duke of 
Newoastle, an uncle of the present duke, and 
for many years a member of Queen Victoria's 
household—its master, indeed, during the last 
decade of her reign. 

He was a good soldier, who had served with 
distinction both in the Crimean war and in 
the Indian mutiny, and hed shown himself 
a faithful and devoted retainer of the royal 
family, but was not at all successful as a 
financier, 

He allowed Whittaker Wright to entangle 
him in his meshes and to associate his name 
in his enterprises, and when the crash came 
and’ Whittaker Wright, after escaping to 
Ameica, was arrested on an extradition war- 
rant and taken back to England, Lord Ed- 
ward was confronted in court with the altern- 
ative of either admitting that he was aware 
of the fratidulent character of the pros- 
pectuses and balance sheets of the Whittaker 
Wright concerns or else of confessing that he 
had given his name blindly to matters of 
which he was totally ignorant. 

Lord Edward selected the latter alternative 
and confessed in court that I was a fool,” 
that he “understood nothing whatsoever 
about financial matters, and thet he per- 
mitted Wright to use his name so freely for 

the directorates of his numerous enterprises 
that he did not actually know the names

LABOR WARS LESS VIOLENT 


IN 1905 THAN FOR 15 YEARS. 


Department of Commerce and Labor 
Reports Only 221,686 Employes In- 
volved in 2,077 Strikes. 


Washington, D. C., July 24.—The industries 
of the United States suffered less from strikes 
during 1905 than in any year since 1892, if 
the number of employés thrown out of work 
by strikes and the duration of the strikes be 
taken as a measure. 

According to the twenty-first annual report 
of the bureau of labor of the department of 
commerce and labor, in 1905 there were 
221,686 employés thrown out of work by 
2.077 strikes, undertaken by 176,337 strikers 
in 8,209 establishments, and lasting an aver- 
age of twenty-three days in each establish- 
ment involved. 

The report in part says: 

„The year 1894 stands out in the history of 
the country as the year most notable for the 
great number of workers thrown out by 
strikes, over 660,000 employés being thrown 
out of work by 1,349 strikes, undertaken by 
504,004 strikers in 8,196 establishments, and 
lasting an average of forty-two days in each 
establishment involved.“ 

Statistics for a twenty-five year period 
from 1881 to 1905 show strikes in the United 
States numbered 36,757 and lockouts 1,546. 

The total number of persons who went out 
on strike during the twenty-five years was 
6,728,048, and those locked out numbered 
716,281. The dependence of one occupation 
upon another in the same establishment 
swells the aggregate of employés affected 


during the period to 9,529,434. 


The importance of the part that organized 
fabor plays in strikes,“ the report says, “ is 
indicated by the fact that of the total num- 
ber of strikes in twenty-five years practically 
69 per cent were ordered by labor organiza- 
tions. Employés who struck succeeded 
oftener than they falled.“ 

Strikes for increase of wages have been 
more successful than those for any other 
cause. 

During 1901-05 6 per cent of all strikes 
and 12 per cent of all lockouts were settled 
by joint agreement, and less than 2 per cent 
of the strikes and a little over 2 per cent of 
the lockouts were settled by arbitration. 


AMERICAN RAILWAYS MOST 
DEADLY IN ALL THE WORLD. 


Berlin Statisticlan Prepares Figures 
Showing Great Mortality Among Em- 
ployes and Passengers. 


BERLIN, July 24.— Herr Guillery, an offi- 
cial of the archive bureau of the Prussian 
railway administration, has prepared a com- 
parative table of statistics of those killed and 
injured by railways in various countries. 

He finds that both absolutely and relatively 
the railroads in the United States are the 
most deadly. The United States has more 
mileage than all of Europe, but, even taking 
that into consideration, the United States 
holds preéminence in proportional figures. 

Out of every 10,000 employés the relative 
figures of killed are: United States, 26.1; 
England, 12.3; Switzerland, 8.2; Russia, 7.8; 
British India, 6.7; Belgium, 4.1. 

Out of every thousand railway employés 
the ratio of the number injured each year is 
as follows: United States, 48.5; Switzerland, 
25.8; England, 11.8; Belgium, 11; Ger- 
many, 2.4. ’ 

Herr Guillery finds that in a single year, 
the fiscal year of 1902, 376,500 persons were 
injured in the United States, of whom 60,000 
were employés, and 9,800 were killed, of 
whom 8,600 were employés. 

In the matter of travelers injured France 
holds the lowest record in the world. United 
States shows proportionately forty times as 
many injured as Russia, twenty-two times 
as many as italy, as England twenty, Bel- 
gium eight, Switzerland four, Germany 
twice.

There was one in- 
quiry for 50,000 bu No. 2 red for eastern 
ehipment, but a local shipper figured that 
it was about le out of line, Elevator in- 
terests were buying a little July wheat in 
the pit. In outside markets there was a 
better cash demand reported. St. Louls re- 
ported the sale of 20,000 bu wheat to an In- 
diana miller, with good inquiries from other 
sections. Kansas City was about 10 higher. 
Minneapolis quoted No. 1 northern 2@2%c 
over July, and claimed theré was a consid- 
erably better demand. Stocks decreased 
200,000 bu for four days this week, in spite of 
the liberal receipts, which continue to be 
large as compared to a year ago. A few 
loads of red winter wheat were worked at 
the seaboard for Liverpool, but New York ad- 
vices indicated that there was little pros- 
pect for export business of any consequence 
at present prices, values being at least 20 
out of line. The demand for corn here was 
abt. Country acceptances were small both 
of corn and oats. Prices were Me higher 
for both. A significant feature of the cash 
oats trade was the number of inquiries and 
orders from points in the Ohio valley, Cin- 
cinnati-and St. Louis both wanting old oats 
and wanting them quick. Local sales were 
50,000 bu wheat, 100,000 bu corn, and 200,000 
bu oats. Export sales at the seaboard were 
96,000 bu wheat and 24,000 bu corn. 


Northwest news yesterday seemed to bear 
out the contention of those who maintain 
that the spring wheat crop both in this 
country and Canada will be considerably 
under that of last year. Little weight is 
given to the rust reports as yet, although 
red rust is said to be doing considerable 
damage, one firm estimating the damage 
from this source in some sections at from 
one to six bu an acre. F. W. Thompson of 
the Ogilvie Milling company, Montreal, 
wired W. P. Mackenzie of Love & Co.: 
“Conditions northwest are bad and are 
growing worse daily. A large section of 
Manitoba won't raise half a crop under most 
favorable conditions. The critical time is 
yet to come, and I regard the situation as 
serious.” The general manager of one of 
the largest firms of agricultural implement 
makers in the country, with numerous 
branches throughout the northwest, has 
just returned from a special trip of inspec- 
tion through the northwest and says that 
with the best of conditions in regard to 
weather and a late frost, the northwest may 
raise from 65 to 75 per cent of a crop, but 
that it was doubtful. 


The Iowa state report was decidedly bull- 
ish on corn: The extent of damage caused 
by wind and floods cannot be estimated at 
this time, but ft is certain that the result 
will de apparent in the final report of he 
staple crops. The corn crop has suffered a 
loss of acreage by floods and abandonment 
to the weeds, probably more than double 
the estimated increase of acreage indicated 
in the June report. On well drained lands 
where the crop was laid by in good condition 
corn has made rapid growth, and tassels 
are shown in early planted fields. With 
favorable weather in the future the final 
yield may be fairly good. The oats crop is 
mostly ready for the harvest and some of it 
is in shock. It has suffered material loss 
by the wet weather and windstorms of the 


have suffered from the same adverse con- 
ditions. The hay crop has suffered some 
loss by wet weather, but the pastures have 
gained materially. The week closed wtih 
clearing skies and a brighter outlook.“ 

The Northwestern Miller’s weekly sum- 
mary of the flour trade read: The Min- 
neapolis flour output last week increased 
18,000 bris. The output was 222,815 bris. 
Local mills are running much differently than 
@ week ago. For the corresponding week in 


1900 the output was 266515 bris. There was 


some improvement in the flour trade last 
week. A good many mills could see no 
change; to them business was as dull as 
ever. But others noted more disposition 
on the part of buyers to take flour, and in- 
creased sales were made. Many millers now 
believe that it will be a matter of only a 
short time when the flour trade will take 
hold and make an active flour market. 
Weather conditions in the northwest have 
been exceptionally favorable for the wheat 
crop during the last week. There has been 
plenty of sunshine, with moderate tempera- 
ture and occasional rains. The condition 
of the crop seems little different than a week 
ago. If there has been any change it has 
been for the better.” 


Hulburd-Warren-Chandler, Chapin, Clem- 
ent-Curtig, Comstock, and Logan-Bryan were 
fair buyers of wheat early. On the advance 
there was selling by commission houses, led 
by Bartlett-Frazler and Woodbury. Bartlett- 
Frazier bought September and May corn 
freely, and there was buying by Comstock 
and Nickells. Sterling bought September 
and sold May. Wrenn was the best seller 
of September on the advance. Wrenn, Bart- 
lett-Frazier, Marfield, and Crighton bought 
oats. Logan-Bryan, Clement-Curtis, and 
Sterling sold freely. Country houses sold 
early. Packers sold lard freely at the start, 
but later in the session Swift brokers and 
representatives of the Cudahys were on the 
buying side. The demand for ribs was rela- 
tively much better. 


A suspension of the surtax,.or overtax, on 
wheat by the Spanish government was re- 
ported by Broomhall.

INTEREST RATES ARE FIRM. 


Bankers Finding It Easy to Secure 6 
Per Cent on Six Months Loans. 


Tt is learned that new bookings of the 
United States Steel corporation are showing 
a material falling off compared with the 
corresponding period last year. It is true 
that advance orders on the books are now 
800,000 tons ahead of this time last year, 
but these advance orders were booked earlier 
in the season. The business referred to is 
that which is being contracted for at the 
present time. 

In other lines of industry requiring bank 
funds for expansion there is also a marked 
falling off. Apparently that which has been 
discussed since last March is beginning to 
show some realization. Meanwhile interest 
rates continue firm, Banks have no diffi- 
culty in securing 6 per cent for six months’ 
loans on excellent collateral. 

Reports that bond houses are doing an im- 
proved business may be accepted as an- 
nouncements applying largely to the moment 
only. There is no demand for bonds so far 
as the demand relates to old issues. The 
short term notes have superseded the regular 
bond market. Prolonged advertising and 
personal solicitation may have secured the 
disposition of a few million dollars of bonds, 
but it is slow business—slower than the sellers 
are willing to admit. 


German Steel Industry Falls Off. 

The fron and steel situation in Germany 
is attracting interest because conditions ob- 
taining there are similar to those in the 
United States. Germany, like this country, 
has experienced a stiff demand for money 
because of the country’s prosperity. Con- 
cerning the steel business foreign advices 
say: 

“The situation in the German tron and 
steel industry has attracted keen interest 
for some weeks both in foreign countries 
and in Germany itself. In Germany this in- 
terest has been lately still further sharpened 
through the dropping prices in England and 
in the United States. This fact has madea 
deep impression upon the stock exchanges, 
which already had for over a year been tak- 
ing in sail so far as the great ‘boom’ in 
the fron industry and its speculative possi- 
bilities are concerned. 

“This quick response to the fall of fron 
prices abroad is an illustration of the old 
adage that a burnt child dreads fire; for 
stock operators still recall the fact that it 
was a similar break in the American mar- 
ket in the spring of 1900 which caused a 
turn of the tide in German developments 
of that time. 

Situation Is Complicated. 

A careful study of the German situation 
leads to the conclusion that it is an exceed- 
ingly complicated, and, to a considerable ex- 
tent, a contradictoryone. Tihereare striking 
differences in the degree of activity as de- 
tween the various classes of products; many 
kinds of goods cannot be supplied as fast as 
consumers call for them, while the demand 
for others has already slackened, and the 


prices of some of these have fallen. 


“It is everywhere admitted now that a 
decided change has occurred in business for 
remoter periods of delivery. Such orders 
have dropped to narrow limits. Dealers and 
consumers alike have adopted a waiting 
policy in view of possible reduction of prices 
within the next few months. Whether this 
holding off will prove a factor that will per- 
manently affect the situation remains to be 
seen.“

REVIEW OF METAL MARKETS. 


Iron Age Says Unwarranted Strike in 
Upper Superior Region Will Have 
No Immediate Effect on Output. 


New York, July 24.—[Spectal.]—The Iron 
Age in its review of the iron and metal mar- 
ket says: 

„The unwarranted strikes of the dockmen 
at the upper Lake Superior shipping harbors, 
and of the Mesaba miners, have no immediate 
effect upon production, since the blast fur- 
naces are supplied with ore. It is estimated 
that the loss in ore shipments, thus far, has 
umounted to over 1,500,000 tons, and that by 
the end of this week it will reach 2,000,000 
tons. 

There is little chance that the 42,000,000 
tons which it was hoped to bring down dur- 
ing the season can now be attained. Every 
idle week will cut off 1,000,000 tons more. It 
is understood that an effort will be made to 
start work on the locksatonce. Some ofthe 
Mesaba mines are still in operation. Any pro- 
longed suspension of work will probably lead 
to the blowing out of some of the furnaces 
which have been in need of repairs, and 
which have been kept in operation because 
the iron was imperatively needed. 

There has been more inquiry for all grades 
of pig iron in nearly all the markets during 
the last few days, induced possibly by the 
troubles at Lake Superior. Those who have 
been the leaders in the importation of pig 
iron report that the movement is now prac- 
tically over, the last boats being at hand. 
Abroad the market has had a sharp advance 
to 50s for Middlesborough warrants. 

The car builders have been taking some 
fresh orders with more under negotiation. 
Little new business is coming to the rail mills 
from domestic sources, the only important 
sale having been about 12,000 tons to Japan 
by the United States Steel corporation. The 
two Canadian mills have been awarded con- 
tracts for 65,000 tons of the transcontinental 
railway commission at $34.00 at the mill. 

The copper market continues dull. The 
conviction is growing that there will be no 
change in attitude of buyers until the metall 
is available at 20c.
